High Production Key 
To *52 Farm Success 


High farm production will be the 
key to success in 1952, agricultural 
economists report. They point out 
that operation costs will be higher, 
especially for labor, machinery and 
feed. But they feel the best way to 
beat higher costs is through greater 
production and efficiency. 
Increased production can be ob­ 
tained by use of more legumes in 
the rotation, using more commer­ 
cial fertiliser or by tilling heavy 
land which is poorly drained but 
which can bi made highly produc­ 
tive. 
Modern 
machinery 
makes 
farming larger acreages possible, 
and only through making maxi­ 
mum use of equipment can it be­ 
come a profitable buy. 
Another 
method 
of 
increasing 
production will be through expand­ 
ing the livestock program. Contin­ 
ued high demand for livestock pro­ 
ducts will keep prices high and 
open good opportunities for profit. 
The year of 1952 will also be a 
good time to reduce the mortgaged 
debt, economists say, and farmers 
who do will be in a better position

Two of the Gospels fail to men­ 
tion the first Christmas at all. 
The two that do mention Jesus’ 
childhood leave it after a few 
short paragraphs. 
If anything is certain about what 
the writers of the New Testament 
thought, it is certain that when they 
thought of Jesus Christ, they sel­ 
dom, if ever thought of him as a 
baby. The little Jesus is a helpless 
child, depending on the care of his 
mother. He is .sweet and appealing, 
and every one loves him . . . But he 
only lies there perpetually smiling. 
We like babies, but we have our 
grown-up affairs to attend to. We 
think babies are “cute”, but we 
take no orders from, we do not try 
to be like them. We cuddle them 
and talk baby-talk to them, but 
when we get ready to talk sense, 
when we are in any kind of trouble, 
when we need some one to tell us 
what to do, we never talk to babies.

You Don’t Have to Carry Liability Insurance, B u t . t • lf you are not insured 


against bodily injury and property damage liability, you must be able to deposit with the Department of Public 


Safety security equal to the estimated damage, not exceeding $15,000.00, to cover all claims growing out of an 


accident anywhere in Texas in which you or your motor vehicle were involved. If you cannot establish financial 


responsibility for the future, your driver’s license and your motor vehicle license plates are automatically 


suspended.

Vt DANISH postal clerk thought 
of the idea of attaching stamps 
to Christmas packages and letters 
in 1903, and a few years later the 
scheme was tried in America. 
This year millions of Americans 
will receive a letter from their 
local chapter of the National Tuber- 
c u lo sis 
association 
containing 
Christmas seals, the seasonal re­ 
minder of the never-ending fight 
I to stamp out the disease. 
Einar Holboell, at work in a 
Danish postoffice conceived the 
;idea of attaching decorative stamps 
to Christmas packages, the sale 
of which could be conducted by 
some worthwhile organization. 
He .mentioned it to his fellow 
workers and they decided it would 
,be a great help in defraying the 
cost of fighting tuberculosis. The 
idea reached King Christian, who 
approved, and the image af Queen 
Louise was placed on the first 
seals in 1904. 
Jacob Itiis, Danish-born Ameri­ 
can, heard about the idea and sold 
it to the American public in 1907 
through a magazine article written 
for Outlook magazine. A Red Cross 
worker, Miss Emily Bissell, started 
,the first American sales that year.

Although many towns have names

town named Santa Claus, in Indi­ 
ana.
